Hayashi et al. (5,568,456) and Usui et al. (2002/01 10059), both discloses a disk apparatus 
having the ability of reducing crosstalk. 

Reasons For Allowance 
The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Re claims 1-11 

The prior art of record alone or in combination does not teach or suggest the 
device for delivering a data signal at a data rate having the combination of elements 
with their recited functions, along with having: 

a crosstalk reducing unit for reducing crosstalk in the data signal, the crosstalk 
reducing unit comprising an adaptive filter for filtering the auxiliary signal to generate 
the crosstalk signal, 

a subtracter for subtracting the crosstalk signal from a read signal from the input 
unit, and 

a calculating unit for calculating filter coefficients for the adaptive filter, 
characterized in that the adaptive filter and subtracter are coupled to an 
asynchronous clock for operating at an asynchronous sample rate, and in that the 
crosstalk reducing unit comprises a sample rate converter coupled to the synchronous 
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clock for converting the output of the subtracter to the data signal at a synchronous 
sample rate, the timing recovery unit being coupled to the data signal for said retrieving 
of the synchronous clock., 

as set forth in claims 1-11.
